Completing  Exams 

Mr,  R.  P.  Poster,  registrar  of 
the  College,  recently  spent  ten 
days  in  Columbia  where  he  com¬ 
pleted  a  series  of  written  examin¬ 
ations  toward  obtaining  his  doctor¬ 
ate  degree. 

Tlie  matriculation  examinations, 
or  as  known  in  some  universities, 
the  comprehensive  or  prelimin¬ 
ary  examinations,  consisted  of  six¬ 
teen  hours  of  writing  in  a  two-day 
period.  The  first  day’s  writing, 
broken  into  four-hour  sections,  was 
over  his  major  field.  The  examin¬ 
ations  of  the  second  day  concerned 
his  supporting  fields  of  study. 

Began  Studies  in  1951 

Mr.  Foster  began  his  studies  in 
1951.  They  were  discontinued  for 
a  time,  then  resumed  during  the 
summer  session  of  1958. 

When  asked  if  a  doctorate  degree 
would  be  important  to  ills  position 
as  registrar,  Mr.  Poster  stated 
.  that  a  doctor's  degree  is  as  neces¬ 
sary  today  as  a  master's  was  about 
twenty  years  ago. 

Is  Great  Believer  in  Education 

Mr.  Poster  is  a  great  believer  in 
public  education.  “Everyone  should 
have  equal  educational  opportuni¬ 
ty,’’  stated  the,  administrator,  but 
this  does  not  iiiiean  tha.it  everyone 
will  have  the  same  education.  High 
standards  should  be  maintained,  he 
continued,  and  those  who  can  meet 
them  will  obtnin  that  education  de¬ 
sired. 

“We  do  have  a  great  many  peo¬ 
ple  in  college  who  are  not  qualified. 
Too  many  freshmen  come  •  to  col¬ 
lege  because  it  is  the  social  tiring 
to  do,”  he  emphasized.
